Chieago's city legal department and com- 
mittees ot the city council are charged by 
a report of the Citizens’ association, issued 
yesterday, with using lax methods since 
Jan. 1, 1008, in settling claims for $700,000 
damages on account of track elevations. 

The report asserta the city’s appraiser, Al- 
fred C. Mace, has been paid extravagant 
sums—as high as $275 a day—for his services, 


‘and that $273,000 was paid over to claimants 


without order by the city council, and, in 


ther cases without the usual hearing accord- 


ed these claims in court. 

Buildings, the report continues, were bulit 
when their owners knew that track eleva. | 
tions had been ordered, but that they sued 
ahd secured damage money from the city as 
a result of the track elevation. In one case, 
the report avers, a building was bullt with a 
view to a track elevation already ordered by 
the cotncil, but that the owners, when the 
elevation had been made, brought suit and 
obtained large damages. 


“Politics,” Replies Brundage. , 
In reply to the charges Corporation Coun- 
sel Brundage said the Citizens’ association 


on „L and I 
told him that he was not making the report 
for the Citizens’ association but for a mayor- 
alty candidate. I told him that while he 
was working on the records in the law de- 
partment he called up this candidate and 
reported to him the progress he had made. 


Brundage Names Witnesses. 

“He acmitted that he had called this can- 
gidate, but asserted that it was not for the 
purpose of reporting his progress. I have 
the statements of two of my own employés 
to the contrary; and they are ready to pre- 
sent their statements as evidence, if that is 
necessary or advisable. 

“ If the Citizens’ association is willing to be 
used for political purposes in this way its 


members can take the consequences; and 1 


shall see that every one connected with the 
matter i¢ held responsible if the report offers 
the opportunity.” 

As for replying to the allegationg of the 
report, Mr. Brundage said that he wished 
to do so when he and hie assistant, Franklin 
A. Denison, who hag had charge of this va- 


riety of damage claims, can compare the 
citations of fact with the records. 


He inti- 
mated that a formal detailed answer to the 
charges will be made today. 


Wants Chance to Investigate, 

“ One cannot meet such an attack as this in 
fairness to one’s self.“ he said, without at 
least some opportunity for reference to the 
records. I wish to make a complete reply to 
the entire matter and shall do so as early as 


posibie.” 


Among the persons mentioned individually 
in the report are: State Benator Corbus P. 
Gardner, Attorney Jacob W. Loeb, Alfred C. 
Mace, the city’s regular appraiser, and John 
H. Jones, who acted with him in several 
cases. There also are mentioned at different 
times several members of the council eom- 
mittee on finance, among them being the 
members of subcommittees which Investi- 
gated specific claime, That number included 
Ad Finn, Bihl, O'Connell, Bennett, Snow, 
and Well. 

Senator C. P. Gardner was named as the 
man who receipted a voucher for $82,841 
for the Independent Packing company on 
May 18, 1906. 

‘Build After Blevation Ordered.” 

This was one of the cases in which it was 
charged that the building upon which dam- 
ages were claimed was not constructed until 
after the tracks abutting on it had been or- 
dered raised.

That is a prudent 
reservation to make, for extreme and inju- 
dicious control by government of a business 
with which it was unfamiliar might have 
surprising and disagreeable consequences. 

The fear most often expressed in con- 
gresa at the last session was that govern- 
ment control of capitalisation might inter- 
fere with the building of new roads in states 
which needed them where a little prelim- 
inary overcapitalization was necessary.

Heré’s plays, produced at the Dublin the- 
ater in the spring of 1900, and now to be 
had in book form under the title “The 
Kiltartan Moliere.” 

‘The plays are “The Miser,” “ The Doc- 
tor in Spite of Himself,” and The 
Rogueries af Scapin,” and they appear in 
this new attire with a very special light- 
ness, grace, and fluid ease. When they

SME HOWARD made so many friends 

in America during his stay at Wash- 

ington as councilor of the British em- 

bassy that there are many who will 

be interested to learn that he has been 

promoted from the post of consul general at 
Budapest to the rank of minister at Berne. 

He is the fourth son of Henry Howard of 
Graystoke castle, in Cumberland, and a 
grandson of that Lord Henry Howard who 
was the brother of the twelfth Duke of Nor- 
folk. He served as private secretary to the 
late Lord Carnarvon when viceroy of Ire- 
land, also to Lord Kimberley when secretary 
of state for foreign affairs, and through the 
Wear NE DH & Trouper: ten: the Snpertes Teo- 
manry. 

His wife, Lady Isabella Howard, is not 
only the daughter of a Scotch peer but an 
Italian princess by birth. For her father was 

+ the eighth Harl of Newbourgh, Viscount 
Kynnaird, and Baron Levingstone, all in the 
peerage of Soottand, and also Prince Giusti- 
nian! and Marquis Bandini of Rome, and 
Duke of Mondragone, as well as Count of 
Carinola of Naples. His family—namely: 
that of Gtustiniani, reigned as sovereign 
over the island of Chios until it was seized 
by the republic of Genoe in the fourteenth 
century, and he could trace his ancestry to 
Edward L ot England. The late Lord New- 
burgh’s honora came to him through his 
mother on her death, and in order to enjoy 
the prerdégatives thereof he secured letters 
of naturalization as a e subject. 

The earltom of Newburgh and the minor 
Scotch dignitiee associated therewith were be- 
etowed in the first place by Charles II. upon 
one of his favorite gentlemen in waiting, Sir 
James Levingstone of Kynnaird, who had 
been one of the most devoted cavaliers of 
Charles L., and had accompanied the latter's 
son and successor into exile. The second 
earl died without male issue and his Scotch 
peerages passed to his daughter, Charlotte, 
who was first married to Hugh Clifford of 
Chudleigh, and afterward to Charles Rad- 
cliffe, fifth earl of Derwentwater, who lost 
his head on Tower hill, in London, for his 
participation tn the Jacobite rebellion. Char- 
lotte hag a daughter by her first marriage 
and a son by her second marriage. 

The son became fourth earl. His son, the 
fifth earl, died without issue, and the earldom 
of Newbourgh and the other Scotch peerages 
thereupon reverted to the Roman Prince 
Vineenzio Gilustiniani, grandson of Char- 
lotte’s daughter by her first mariage. It was 
this Roman great-grandson of Charlotte and 
of Hugh Clifford who became sixth earl. 
left no son, but a daughter, who on his death 
became Countess of Newburgh in her own 
right. She married a Roman patrictan, the 
Marquis Bandini, who was authorized by th 


Prince Giustinian!, which had belonged to his 
wife's mother. Lady Isabella Howard is his 
granddaughter. One of her sisters is the wife 
of Prince Camillo Rospigiiodil. Another is 
the wife of Duke Mario Grazioli, while yet 
another, Lady, or Princess, Christina, is a 
nun of the Sacred Heart.»

Esme Howard takes the place at Berne of 
Henry Bax-Ironside, who also spent a num- 
ber of years at Washington as secretary of 
the British embasey, and who is now pro- 
moted to the of envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary in the kingdom 
of Bulgaria. He enjoys the reputation of 
being one of the most learned members of 
the English diplomatic service, and posses- 
ses a most remarkable knowledge of oriental 
languages. 

He ie particularly proficient in Turkish and 
Persian, and while confidential secretary to 
the late Sir William White, the strongest 
English ambassador at Conetantinople in 
the last fifty years, obtained a wonderful in- 
sight into the intricate politics of southwest- 
ern Europe. He is a member of the Travelers 
club in London, owns a pretty country seat 
in the county of Durham, known as Hough- 
ton-le-Spring, and has some American con- 
nections, through his wife, who died last 
fall. She was by birth a Countess Gylden- 
stolpe, and her brother, Count A. Gylden- 
Stolpe, now Swedish envoy in Paris, is mar- 
ried to the daughter of Sir Francis Plunkett, 
one time British ambassador to the Austrian 
court, and whose widow is a daughter of 
Charles W. Morgan of Philadelphia.

‘Mer. Granito di Belmonte-Pignatelli, who 
has just resigned the position of nuncio at 
Vienna under peculiar conditions, is a nephew 
of Cardinal Rampolia and formed part of the 
special embassies of the papacy at the coro- 
nation of Nicholas Il. at Moscow in 1896 and 
at the time of the jubilee celebration of 
Queen Victoria in Lopdon in the following 
year. His Christian name is Gennario, and 
he is by birth a princeof the historic Neapoli- 
tan house of Pignatelli, which was founded 
by Lucio Pignatelli, grand constable of Na- 
ples in 1102, and to which belonged Pope In- 
nocent XII., who reigned in the last decade 
of the seventeenth century. Two of its mem- 
bere—namely: the Duchess of Terranova and 
Princess Rosa Pignatelli—are ladies of the 
palace to the queen of Italy, and, in fact, the 
allegiance of the house is pretty equally 
divided between the vatican and the quirinal.

Chicago, Jan. 25.—I was much interested 
in reading in Monday's Trrsuns in the 
Friend of the People column an article 
by “ Hyde Park” relative to the accommo- 
dations (7) furnished by the Illinois Central 
suburban service. Hyde Park’s” criticism 
was aimed chiefly at the obstacles put in the 
way of easy access to the station platforms, 
Now, I am quite interested to know if 
“Hyde Park uses the express service 
daily, and if so the time. I also am a Hyde 
Parker, but even in a worse predicament 
than the other fellow, for 1 live east of the 
track, and, according to Vice President 
Park, not entitled to as much consideration, 
for there are fewer of me. I sometimes 
leave Hyde, Park in the morning at 7:30, 


between these hours, and I nearly always 
have to stand. Frequently I can beat some 
other Hyde Parker out of a seat by “ flip- 
ping on before the train comes to a stop. 
‘This morning I left home, expecting to take 
the 8:47 train, and found the platform 
crowded with people. At 9:02 the 8:47 
came along—fifteen minutes late. When I 
boarded this train I found standing room at 
a premium, so I stepped off and waited 
for the next. 

Now, as toturnstiles. The management 
would save a large number of patrons many 
steps were the two turnstiles on the north 
side of Fifty-third street removed. Under 
existing conditions the person living north 
of Fitty-third street and east of the tracks 
is obliged to cross the street and walk about 
a half block west of the tracks that are used 
for the express trains.

BLAME ON EXPRESS LOBBY. 


Mondell of Wyoming Says Companies 
Are Fighting Parcels Post 
Plan. 


Washington, D.C. Jan. Jan. 20.— [Special. I— The 
express companies of the country are behind 
the lobby opposing the parcels post, in the 
opinion of Representative Mondell of Wy- 
oming. Mr. Mondell has been working for 
the passage of a bill establishing an experi- 
mental parcels post system on rural free 
delivery routes and the star routes. 

“The agitation against the local parcels 
post is more vigorous and widespread than 
it ever was against the general parcels 
post. In my opinion most of it comes from 
the express companies operating through 
the jobbers, who, in turn, attempt to in- 
fluence congress by getting practically all lo- 
cal dealers to protest against parcels post. 


The protests wisely suggest that there is. 


more danger of the local plan being adopted, 
and that, once accepted, it would prove the 
entering wedge for a general system. 

„This being the attitude of all opponents 
of the parcels post principle, it behooves 
all who favor that principle to get behind 
the thing there is some chance to adopt. 
That is the limited parcels post.”

BEMINGLY there are about 600 people in 
Chicago who really love the highest forms 
of music, since there were perhaps that 
many present at the second concert 01 
the Kneisel quartet's present series in 
Music hall yesterday. afternoon. The audience 
contained the representative musicians of the 
city, even the violinists and members of the 
Thomas orchestra emerging from their accus- 
tomed seclusion and evidencing interest in music 
other than that which they themselves make. 
The occasion of this surprising awakening 
was the first performance of the Reger E flat 
major quartet, which, as the event proved, is 
to be regarded as the most important work of 
tuss prominent German master which music 
lovers of Chicago have been permitted to hear. 
That Reger is one of the several leaders of 
musica! thought who are seeking a new manner 
of expression by grafting upon the contrapuntal 
art of an older generation for the freedom and 
variety of modern harmonic deviee, we long 
have known. The E flat major quartet defines 
his aims more completely. It shows him as a 
master of varied tonality. He far Surpasses 
Strauss in his art of disguising the key. 80 
absolutely is he able to overcome the limitations 
of definite modes that his music acquires a 
fluidity far in advante of anything others have 
attempted along these lines. 
— 


Without being in the least vague, it is un- 
stable, shifting, oblique, and accomplishes the 
seemingly impossible feat of being indefinitely 
assertive and positive. It is as though a man 
earnestly and with great emphasis stated his 
conviction in a manner so involved that one may 
understand him with difficulty. Debussy is 
beautifully definite and stable compared with 
his German contemporary. 

At times the music suggests that Reger has 
made a profound study of Cesar Franck, for he 
habitually employs the trick to harmonize all 
around the key and never touch it that is char- 
acteristic of the Belgian master. He lacks, 
however, Franck’s thematic eloquence and the 
inevitable movement of his music which ac- 
knowledges always the motive power of vital 
melodic progression. Often Reger does not 
seem to progress. Despite much polyphonic 
activity and many changes of key, his music 
seems to stand still. 

— 

This fault was most conspicuously in evi- 
dence in the first movement, which also em- 
phasized other and more interesting charac- 
teristics. Its principle theme is a rather lyric 
choral, of two evenly balanced strophes. In 
its first division this little theme touches four 
different keys. A short breathed, skipping motif 
of great rhythmical vigor accomplishes the 
transition with much effort, and the second 
theme was identified only because it entered in 
the key of the dominanf, not because it was 
particularly characteristic or seemed related 
or opposed to the first idea. 

The rhythmical monotony elsewhere charac- 
teristic of the composer has been overcome by 
the doubtful expedient of employing many 
short sections of contrasted rhythms. There 
results a fragmentary impression which in the 
end convinces the hearer that the composer set 
out to write a quartet simply to display his 
scholarly mastery of a contrapuntal style 
rather than from the promptings of an uncon- 
trollable impulse toward artistic expression in 
that form. ‘ 

— 

The second movement, a spirited presto, ends 
in G minor and presumably begins there. An 
energetic development of a staccato scale fig- 
ure In fluent polyphony comprises the burden 
of this division of the quartet. There,is a 
pleasing contrast in the attractive D minor 
piszacato theme, and the humor and vigor of 
the rhythmical life make it the most grateful 
section of the composition. The larghetto, se- 
rene and contemplative in its mood values; is 
based on a choral-like theme which is inter- 
rupted by melodious recitatives delivered fre- 
quently by solo instruments. Periods of ten- 
sion, actively contrapuntal, : alternate with 
choral and recitative, imparting to the move- 
ment something of the character of a Bach 
choral prelude. 

The work culminates in a lively and scholarly 
fugue which develops as its subject a folk-song- 
like melody, strong, humorous, and characteris- 
tically German. Here Reger shows himself a 
master. His counterpoint, which often seemea 
artificial in the foregoing sections, becomes me- 
lodious and logical. The chromatic shifting of 
tonalities gains coherency through the rhyth- 
mical unity and symmetrical order of the form, 
while his talent to build up a cumulative climax 
eloquently was emphasized, in the great “ aug- 
mentation of his theme that forms his coda, 

The Kneisels read the work in masterly man- 
ner and convinced their hearers as to its worth. 
The public applauded long and vociferously at 
the conclusion of the second movement, pleading 
in vain for a repetition. The demonstration at 
the end of the fugue was even greater. 

The program contained, further, the Dvorak 
terzetto and the Beethoven F major quartet.

George Hamlin was greeted by a large gather- 
ing at his recital in the Grand opera house, 
having announced the program as popular.“ 
by reason of the inclusion of such old time 
favorites as Then You'll Remember Me,” from

The gifted tenor was in splendid voice and 


mood and did some of the best singing of the 


season. Anything more beautiful than his pian- 
issimo in the Lalo aria has not been heard, 
even in the realm of opera, whither Mr. Hamlin 
is said to be turning his eyes. To French dain- 
tiness and grace he added Italian warmth and 
vocal ease in the delivery of the trying and sus- 
tained aria from Marta,“ mounting to a bit of 
brilliant vocal bravoura in the Bemberg number. 
The English group brought much jey to the 
audience. Mr. Hamlin’s diction and enunciation 
are vital factors in his interpretative art, 
whether he sings French, Italian, German, or 
English. But, unlike many native singers, he 
does not slight his own language, and those who 
argue that the English tongue is unbeautiful 
and unsingable and ununderstandable have not 
heard him. In view of his signal services to a 
cause we hold dear, we pass over the musical 
triviality of the final group. And, anyway, he 
said it was to be a “popular” program. 
Paviowa and Mordkin, with their Russian 
ballet, played to crowded houses at the Lyric 
theater in the afternoon and evening. Their

Almost 
without exception the New York papers of 
Wednesday last spoke in glowing terms of the 
Chicago company after the first performance 
of. “ Thais,” notwithstanding that Miss Garden 
arose from a sickbed in order not to disap- 
point the New York public. Every seat in the 
house was sold, with hundreds standing. Suc- 
cess for the ten performances in New York 
City at the Metropolitan Opera house is as- 
sured. 

Equally successful will be the ten perform- 
ances in Baltimere on Thursday nights. The 
opening performance of Alda on last Thur 
day was to a sold-out house, and public and 
press agreed that it was the finest performance 

of “Alida” ever given in that city, notwith- 
standing the fact that the Metropolitan has 
been an annual visitor until the present year. 

On Saturday Miss Garden made her first ap- 
pearance in Philadelphia with the company 
and. was greeted by a large audience, Satur- 
day night the second performance at popular 
prices received a. sold-out house, and it is be- 
neved the audiences will continue to be large 
now that the excellence of the company is 
realized.

His labors as 
undersecretary of state for the schools broke 
‘his health and he died prematurely in 1849, 
when he was 43.

The commission declares that the Starved 
Rock project can be made immediately avail- 
able for public enjoyment, and for that rea- 
ron recommends ft es more feasible than the 
proposed state parks in the whie pine forest 
of Ogie county and in the mound region of St. 
Clair and Madisom counties. 

The state park commission was created at 


the last session of the legislature as the result. 


of a bill introduced in the house by Represen- 
tative W. M. Scanian. The idea had thesup- 
port of the state historical and seographical 
societies. 


Think Price Asked Too Large. 
“After the organization ot the commissior 
an exhaustive investigation was made of 
the three projects suggested by the historical 
and geographical societies. The members of 
the commission finally decided to make but 
one recommendation to the legisiature, the 
Starved Rock purchase. 

An option was secured upon the Starved 
Rock property, and under this option the 
purchase price is $300,000. The commission 
in its report says this price is too large. This 
opinion is based upon a survey made by the 
state geologist to determine the value of 
mineral deposits upon an appraizement of 


, improvenients and upon an estimate of ripa- 


rian values made by Isham Randolph. The 
commission says $125,000 is an equitable 
price.

seperate tracts of land aud will be about 
1,000 acres in extent. It ie situated on the 
Illinois river, in La Salle county, about mid- 
way detween the cities of Ottawa and La 
Salle.

The Starved Rock properties are located 
on the tentative line of the transcontinental 
aad prosposed by the Automobile Chub of 
America and also on the line of the proposed 
state road from Chicago to St. Louis. 

If secured by the state, the Starved Rock 
park will become a link in a chain of beauti- 
ful parks along the south bluffs of the In- 
nols river. It is near Deer Park and less 
than ten miles from the municipal park 
which several of the river towns have joined 
to build opposite la Salle and Pere. :
